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July  1  date 
for  licensing 
regulations 

Regulations  under  the  Medicines  Act  1968  are  about  to  be 
made  by  the  Health  and  Agriculture  Ministers,  prescribing 
the  particulars  to  be  given  by  applicants  for  licences  to  mar- 
ket new  products  and  by  applicants  for  manufacturer's  and 
wholesale  dealer's  licences. 

Do-it-yourself 
pregnancy  test 
to  be  launched 


Another  Statutory  Instrument 
will  set  the  standard  provisions 
to  be  included  in  such  licences. 
All  three  Regulations  will  come 
into  force  on  July  1. 

Departments  are  at  present 
consulting  representative  bodies 
about  the  dates  for  implemen- 
tation of  the  new  arrangements. 
It  is  expected  —  as  forecast 
in  the  C  &  D  last  week  —  that 
statutory  licensing  of  new  pro- 
ducts will  apply  from  Septem- 
ber 1  and  that  other  provisions 
will  come  into  force  in  the 
first  half  of  1972. 

Copies  of  a  short  guide  to 
the  new  system  can  be  ob- 
tained free  of  charge  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security,  Medicines  Divi- 
sion, Finsbury  Square  House, 
33  Finsbury  Square,  London 
EC2A  1PP  (telephone,  01-638 
6020)  or  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  Government  Buildings 
(North  block),  Leatherhead 
Road,  Chessington,  Surrey 
(telephone,  Epsom  28661). 

Applications  for  manufac- 
turers' and  wholesalers'  licences 
relating  to  human  and  veterin- 
ary products  will  be  handled 
at  Finsbury  Square  House. 

Licences  for  products  for 
veterinary  use  only,  animal  test 
certificates,  and  inquiries  of  a 
technical  nature  are  the  pro- 
vince of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  Medicines  Unit,  Central 
Veterinary  Laboratory,  New 
Haw,  Weybridge,  Surrey.  In- 
quiries of  a  non-technical 
nature  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Ministry  at  Chessington. 

In  Northern  Ireland,  animal 
and  poultry  vaccines,  certain 
natural  and  synthetic  hor- 
mones and  organic  compounds 
of  arsenic  intended  for  swine, 
may  be  liable  to  other  controls 
or  prohibitions.  Inquiries 
should  be  sent  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Dundonald 
House,  Upper  Newtownards 
Road,  Belfast  BT4  3SB. 

No  fees  have  yet  been  an- 
nounced for  the  various  licen- 
ces. 


A  "do-it-yourself"  pregnancy 
diagnosis  kit  is  to  be  launched 
in  Britain  on  July  5 — and  has 
already  come  under  attack 
from  one  of  its  competitors. 

The  product,  Twentisec,  is  a 
colour-reaction  test  —  those 
used  in  laboratories  are  gener- 
ally of  the  latex  agglutination 
type — which  has  been  avail- 
able in  the  United  States  for 
nearly  two  years  (see  p  770). 

Its  British  launch  was 
"broken"  by  the  Daily  Mirror 
last  week,  when  the  managing 
director  of  Global  Labora- 
tories (Universal)  Ltd  was 
quoted  as  saying  that  the 
married  woman  was  entitled  to 
find  out  "this  important  fact 
for  herself." 

Dr  D.  J.  Lawford.  a  director 
of  Pharmacy  and  Professional 
Services  Ltd — who  operate  a 
pregnancy  diagnosis  service 
through  retail  pharmacists — 
told  the  C&D  he  had  seen 
literature  on  Twentisec  as  sold 
to  doctors  in  the  US.  This  indi- 
cated that  false  positive  results 
were  likely  in  women  taking 
oral  contraceptives,  progesta- 
tional agents  or  clomiphene, 
and  claimed  up  to  90  per  cent 
accuracy  in  pregnant  women 
and  95  per  cent  accuracy  in 
non-pregnant  women. 

Dr  Lawford  warned  that 
about  60  per  cent  of  the 
samples  tested  by  his  labora- 
tory were  from  women  who 
were  taking,  or  had  recently 
stopped  taking,  oral  contra- 
ceptives. 

Quoting  from  his  own  ex- 
perience, Dr  Lawford  said 
there  were  many  women 
taking  oral  contraceptives  who 
were  not  warned  by  their 
doctors  that  missed  periods 
were  possible.  "They  take  a 
great  deal  of  convincing  of  a 
negative  result — what  would  be 
their  reaction  to  a  false  posi- 
tive?"

New  moves 
against 
'snail  disease' 

There  is  new  hope  for  the 
world's  estimated  150m  suffer- 
ers from  Bilharzia  —  the  "snail 
disease." 

International  pharmaceutical 
manufacturers  have  a  pro- 
gramme underway  to  control 
the  disease,  which  gives  rise  to 
dysentry,  enlargement  of  the 
liver,  and  other  unpleasant 
symptoms,  and  furthermore 
radically  affects  the  economy 
and  standard  of  living  in 
regions  where  it  is  prevalent. 

One  move  is  a  massive  educa- 
tion programme,  prepared  and 
financed  by  the  industry,  being 
launched  in  Brazil. 

With  a  mainly  illiterate 
adult  population,  children  have 
become  the  communicators  in 
families. 

This  has  prompted  the  use 
of  the  comic  strip  technique 
for  showing  the  life-cycle  of  the 
invading  parasitic  fluke  and  its 
intermediate  stage  in  water 
snails  (see  picture,  right). 

The  most  difficult  part  of  the 
story  is  to  explain  that  the 
disease  it  not  "caught"  from 
another  person  but  is  due  to 
unhygienic  habits.  750,000 
booklets  have  been  produced 
in  the  form  of  16-page  coloured 
comics. 

A  World  Health  Organisation 
expert  feels  the  therapeutic 
position  today  is  more  hopeful. 
Several  companies  now  market 
products  to  treat  the  disease  and 
CIBA  Laboratories  have  re- 
cently introduced  a  new  one. 

Together  with  health  educa- 
tion programmes,  the  use  of 
molluscicides  and  sanitary- 
improvement  schemes,  the 
disease  may  gradually  be 
eradicated  from  all  the  areas 
it  affects,  not  only  in  Brazil, 
but  Africa,  the  Middle  and  Far 
East  and  the  West  Indies. 

Safety  razor 
safes  down 

The  total  value  of  sales  of 
complete  sets  of  safety  razors 
in  the  first  quarter  o*  1971 
was,  at  £439,600,  24  per  cent 
down  on  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  1970.  Sales  for  ex- 
port 10  per  cent  lower. 

Total  value  of  sales  of  stain- 
less steel  safety  razor  blades  in 
the  first  quarter  was  5  per  cent 
down  on  a  year  earlier,  but 
export  sales  were  up  by  8  per 
cent.  Sales  of  other  blades 
were  up  by  16  per  cent  in  the 
home  market  and  by  18  per 
cent  for  export.

ment  of  Trade  and  Industry 
has  been  sought.  Subject  to 
such  approval,  Calor  will 
purchase  Direct  Nitrogen  Ltd 
(DNL)  from  BP  and  will  com- 
bine its  activities  with  Calor's 
agricultural  division. 

Both  companies  are  con- 
vinced that  the  anhydrous 
ammonia  system  of  injecting 
nitrogen  into  the  soil  has  a 
major  contribution  to  make  to 
British  farming.  Calor  is  keen 
to  expand  its  role  in  this 
market,  while  BP  Chemicals 
has  decided  to  concentrate  on 
expanding  its  other  agricultural 
activities  in  the  UK  and 
abroad. 

Anhydrous  ammonia  has 
rapidly  gained  widespread 
acceptance  as  a  really  economic 
and  efficient  nitrogen  fertiliser. 

CIBA-Geigy 

CIBA-Geigy's  takeover  of  a 
Lepetit  antibiotics  plant  (C&D 
June  5.  p  702)  involves  only 
the  plant  at  Torr  Annuciata, 
Italy.  According  to  the  annual 
report  they  have  agreed  to 
take  over  the  "entire  anti- 
biotics plant  in  Torr  Annuciata 
which  will  in  future  form  one 
unit  with  our  Servet  plant."

At  his  elbow,  at  a  critical  time  in  our  affairs,  he  will  have, 
as  vice-president,  Mr  J.  P.  Kerr,  an  experienced  and  extre- 
mely able  lieutenant,  who  exhibits  many  of  the  attributes 
of  his  captain  —  the  same  driving  force  and  capacity  for 
hard  work.  They  deserve  the  confidence  of  the  membership, 
and  I  hope  it  will  be  forthcoming.  The  Council  has  made 
a  wise  choice  in  its  selection  of  two  young  and  far-sighted 
officers,  and  I  wish  both  every  success  in  their  endeavours 
in  what  promises  to  be  no  easy  task.

Pharmacological  information 

Your  correspondent,  Mr  R.  Cottingham  (last  week,  page  750), 
has  been  successful  in  his  plea  to  the  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  for  the  dissemination  of 
pharmacological  information  to  pharmacists  who  ask  for  it. 
I  have  no  wish  to  belittle  the  efforts  of  Mr  Cottingham.  What 
I  cannot  understand  is  why  his  request  should  have  been 
necessary. 

One  might  have  imagined  that  the  information  was  just 
as  essential  to  the  pharmacist  dispensing  the  product  as  to 
the  physician  prescribing  it,  and  while  there  are  some  manu- 
facturers who  seem  to  recognise  the  value  of  a  properly 
briefed  pharmacist,  there  are  many  who  do  not.  Your  corres- 
pondent makes  reference  to  educational  meetings  available 
to  general  medical  practitioners  and  not  to  pharmacists,  and 
that  has  been  the  subject  of  complaint  in  this  column. 

But  the  pharmacist  is  not  in  a  position  to  use  the  bulk  of 
such  products  until  the  doctor  has  prescribed  them.  It  is  not 
surprising,  in  consequence,  if  the  doctor  is  regarded  as  the 
prime  target  for  information  and  propaganda.  I  should  have 
liked  to  see,  as  a  result  of  your  correspondent's  efforts,  a 
decision  by  the  ABPI  to  have  all  the  information  sent  to 
pharmacists  as  a  matter  of  course  and  not  merely  in  response 
to  individual  application. 

Satisfactory  terms 

I  note,  from  the  report  of  the  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee,  that  it  has  been  agreed  to  advise  the 
Department  of  Health  that,  subject  to  satisfactory  terms  be- 
ing arranged,  contractors  would  be  prepared  to  assist  with 
the  sale  of  pre-payment  certificates.  I  should  have  thought 
that  such  assistance  would  have  been  regarded  as  valuable 
service  to  the  community  and  as  such  not  a  subject  for  terms 
of  any  kind.

You'll  never  make  your  fortune  selling 
razor  blades,  it's  true.  But  if  you  estimate 
the  turnover  you  get  from  them,  quite 
effortlessly,  year  by  year,  you  will  find 
they  make  a  modest  but  steady  contribu- 
tion to  your  total  turnover.  And  if  you 
buy  cleverly,  taking  advantage  of  the 
many  offers  in  this  field,  you  can  do  even 
better. 

Best  of  all.  perhaps,  blades  take  up  so 
little  room  and  you  only  have  to  show 
them  to  sell  them.  But  do  make  sure  you 
display  them  prominently  and  make  full 
use  of  the  packs  and  presentations  avail- 
able from  the  manfacturers.  Many  custo- 
mers go  into  the  chemist  for  something 
else  and  are  then  reminded  by  a  display 
that  they  are  nearly  out  of  blades  and 
purchase  accordingly. 

A  big  market 

Humble  though  the  razor  blade  may  be. 
somewhere  over  500  million  units  are 
sold  in  the  UK  market  each  year  to  a 
retail  value  of  £15-£16  million.  In  theory 
there  are  over  22.4  million  customers — 
the  number  of  males  over  15 — but  about 
22-25  per  cent  of  these  regularly  use  an 
electric  shaver. 

In  spite  of  the  recent  trend  to  beards 
and  moustaches  the  fashion  is  for  sculp- 


tured effects  so  that  at  least  a  part  of  the 
face  is  shaved  regularly.  There  is  also  a 
notable  trend  to  better  grooming  which 
makes  for  an  increasing  use  of  razor 
blades.  And  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
"hippies",  the  general  exception  to  this 
rule,  seem  to  be  on  every  street  corner, 
they  really  represent  a  very  small  pro- 
portion of  the  total  male  population. 

However,  it  is  true  that  after  some  notable 
increases  in  usage  in  the  mid-sixties 
the  market  is  today  relatively  static  in 
terms  of  volume,  mainly  due  to  the  in- 
creasing influence  of  the  stainless  steel 
blade  with  its  longer  life. 

The  sale  of  razor  blades  in  this  country 
is  shared  among  chemists,  supermarkets 
and    grocers,    chain   stores,  hairdressers.

Although  proportionately  our  figures 
and  those  obtained  by  European  Research 
Consultants  Ltd  for  multiple  and  inde- 
pendent chemists  are  strikingly  similar 
the  brand  leaders,  on  the  basis  of  their 
own  sales,  incline  towards  those  produced 
by  Self  Service  Times.  Traditionally,  the 
retail  outlets  for  razor  blades  have  been 
the  chemist  and  the  hairdresser  who 
between  them  had  50  per  cent  of  the  mar- 
ket in  1965. 

If  there  has  been  a  falling  away  since 
then  it  is  possible  that  sales  have  now 
steadied,  although  a  constant  threat  is  the 
fact  that  30  per  cent  of  all  blades  sold 
are  to  women  buying  on  behalf  of  the 
men  in  their  families — and  the  majority  of 
these  tend  to  buy  in  the  supermarkets  or 
grocers. 

Brand  leaders 

Since  1964  the  UK  razor  blade  market  has 
been  characterised  by  a  fierce  struggle 
between  Gillette  and  Wilkinson  Sword, 
which  has  helped  the  retailer  because 
many  small  companies  have  gone  by  the 
board  and  thus  it  is  possible  to  concen- 
trate on  fewer  brands  without  losing 
business. 

In  1970  Wilkinson  Sword  were  leading 
the  market  (according  to  Retail  Business) 
with  42  per  cent  of  unit  sales.  Gillette 
Platinum  and  Super  Silver  were  not  far 
behind  with  38  per  cent.  But  if  Gillette 
Techmatic  is  added  Gillette  have  47  per 
cent.  Then  there  is  a  long  drop  to  Personna 
(4  per  cent);  Schick  (1  per  cent).  Gillette 
"7  O'Clock",  Blue  Extra.  Jewell  and 
various  private  labels  together  account  for 
7  per  cent. 

Gillette's  Techmatic  may  seem  small 
fry  at  the  moment  but  sales  doubled  in 
1970  and  the  adjustable  cartridges  could 
be  big  money  spinners  in  the  future.  After 
a  slow  start  heavy  advertising  has 
claimed  a  million  Techmatic  users.  Offers

are  worth  noting — a  recent  one  gave  5  per 

cent  extra  off  pillarpacks. 

Currently,  Wilkinson  Sword  are  area- 
testing  their  new  Bonded  razor  which  also 
works  on  a  revolutionary  principle — a 
blade  bonded  between  plastic.  This  may 
well  be  the  Wilkinson  answer  to  the 
Techmatic. 

"Own  brands"  are  a  growing  menace  to 
the  independent  chemist.  Because  of 
strong  brand  loyalty  they  have  not  been 
very  important  in  the  past  but  Wool- 
worth,  Boots  and  Tesco  are  now  offering 
stainless  steel  blades  at  prices  far  below 
those  of  Gillette  and  Wilkinson  Sword. 
Tesco  has  claimed  that  sales  of  their  own 
razor  blades  have  been  30-40  per  cent 
higher  in  1970  than  in  1969. 

Neither  Gillette  nor  Wilkinson  Sword 
sell  own  label  brands  and  Personna  prob- 
ably produce  most  of  the  blades  for  this 
market. 

Although  Schick  have  only  1  per  cent 
of  the  market,  it  is  worth  noting  that  their 
injector  blades  are  sold  only  through 
chemists. 

Price  cutting 

This  is  the  biggest  bugbear  for  the  inde- 
pendent chemist.  Last  year,  Woolworth, 
Boots  and  many  of  the  supermarkets  sold 
consistently  below  recommended  prices 
and,  checking  prices  in  February  1971,  we 
found  that  it  was  always  more  expensive 
to  buy  from  an  independent  chemist — 
anything  up  to  3p  on  a  five-blade  packet. 

There  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  the 
brand  leaders  extend  their  discount  range 
for  large  customers  and  there  is  very  little 
the  independent  chemist  can  do,  except 
take  advantage  of  all  the  offers  available 
and  then  use  them,  at  any  in  rate  in  part, 
to  reduce  retail  prices. 

For  example,  Wilkinson  Sword  have  a 
redemption  pack  offer  open  at  the  time  of 
writing  which  allows  12|p  on  pillarpacks 
and  25p  on  Swordpacks. 

Manufacturers'  support 

In  1970  Gillette  were  by  far  the  largest 
advertisers,  spending  rather  more  than 
£1  million  in  total,  including  Techmatic, 
for  which  some  heavy  advertising  is  cer- 
tain during  1971.  Wilkinson  Sword  spent 
rather  more  than  million  in  1970. 
These  are  big  figures  on  a  total  £15-£16 
million  retail  market  and  reflect  the  con- 
tinuing Gillette-Wilkinson  "war." 

Pillarpacks  such  as  those  produced 
for  Techmatic  make  effective  displays 
occupying  the  minimum  of  space.  The 
Wilkinson  "Multicard"  is  also  attractive 
and  allows  stock  to  be  attached  to  a 
larger  backing  card,  making  price  marking 
a  much  easier  operation  and  giving 
greater  display  impact.  Wilkinson  Sword 
have  also  designed  specific  display  pro- 
motions for  chemists — for  example  last 
year  military  miniatures  were  featured. 
Personna  currently  have  display  stands, 
showcards  and  window  stickers  available. 

Undoubtedly  keen  prices — taking  ad- 
vantage of  offers  as  they  become  avail- 
able^— and  good  display  (bearing  in  mind 
relatively  few  people  come  into  your  shop 
specifically  to  buy  blades)  are  the  keys  to 
satisfactory  sales  of  a  basic  product. 


look  out 
for  the 
pitfalls 

A  poster  displayed  outside  a  supermarket 
announced  Is  off  the  giant  size  of  a  deter- 
gent. A  customer  seeing  the  poster  went 
in  to  buy  a  packet.  Being  unable  to  find 
any  specially  marked  packets  he  bought 
an  ordinary  packet  marked  at  the  usual 
price  but,  to  his  annoyance,  was  not  given 
the  Is  off. 

He  complained  to  the  local  Weights  and 
Measures  inspector  who  instituted  a  pro- 
secution under  s.  1 1(2)  of  the  Trade  Des- 
criptions Act  1968.  This  provides  that  if 
any  person  offering  to  supply  goods  gives, 
by  whatever  means,  any  indication  likely 
to  be  taken  as  an  indication  that  the 
goods  are  being  offered  at  a  price  less 
than  that  at  which  they  are  in  fact  being 
offered,  he  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  be  guilty  of  an  offence.  These 
were  the  facts  of  Tesco  Supermarkets  Ltd 
v  Nattrass. 

Tesco  pleaded  the  statutory  defence 
under  s.24(l)  which  provides  a  defence 
if  the  person  charged  can  prove  either 
(a)  that  the  commission  of  the  offence  was 
due  to  a  mistake  or  to  reliance  on  in- 
formation supplied  to  him  or  to  the  act 
or  default  of  another  person,  an  accident 
or  some  other  cause  beyond  his  control; 
or  (b)  that  he  took  all  reasonable  precau- 
tions and  exercised  all  due  diligence  to 
avoid  the  commission  of  the  offence  by 
himself  or  any  person  under  his  control. 

Tesco  pleaded  the  defence  as  the  act 
or  default  of  another  person,  the  manager. 
The  magistrates  held  that  the  offence  was 
committed  due  to  the  default  of  the  man- 
ager and  an  assistant,  but  rejected  the 
company's  use  of  the  statutory  defence  on 
the  grounds  that  the  manager  was  not 
another  person  but  represented  the  com- 
pany in  his  supervisory  capacity.  The 
company  were  therefore  responsible  for 
his  lack  of  due  diligence  and  were  accord- 
ingly convicted. 

Tesco  appealed  to  the  High  Court.  The 


Divisional  Court  of  the  Queen's  Bench 
Division  held  that  the  magistrates  were 
wrong  in  concluding  that  the  company's 
defence  under  s.24(l)  failed  because  the 
manager  could  not  be  "another  person" 
within  para  (a).  But,  it  was  said  in  order 
to  succeed  in  that  defence  the  company 
had  also  to  establish  that  they  had  taken 
all  reasonable  precautions  and  exercised  all 
due  diligence  to  avoid  the  commission  of 
an  offence.  The  Divisional  Court  held 
that  the  company  had  not  established  that 
fact  and  therefore  the  defence  failed  and 
the  conviction  by  the  magistrates  was  up- 
held. Leave  was  given  to  Tesco  to  appeal 
to  the  House  of  Lords  as  a  point  of  law 
of  general  importance  was  involved. 

The  point  of  law  to  be  decided  was 
whether  a  person  charged  with  an  offence 
under  s.  1 1  (2)  in  a  retail  shop  owned  by 
him  would  have  a  defence  under  s.24(l)  if 

(a)  he  instituted  an  efficient  system  to 
avoid  the  commission  of  offences  under 
the  Act  by  any  person  under  his  control; 

(b)  he  reasonably  delegated  to  the  manager 
of  the  shop  the  duty  of  operating  the 
said  system  in  that  shop;  (c)  the  manager 
failed  to  perform  his  duty  efficiently;  (d) 
the  offence  charged  was  committed  by  rea- 
son of  such  failure;  (e)  such  failure  by 
the  said  manager  was  the  act  or  default 
of  another  person  relied  on  under  s.24(l) 
(a)  of  the  Act. 

The  House  of  Lords  held  that  in  such 
a  case  outlined  above  the  statutory  defence 
would  apply  and  in  the  present  case  Tesco 
were  not  guilty  of  an  offence  under  the 
Act.  The  company  had  proved  that  the 
offence  was  committed  by  the  default  of 
one  of  their  shop  managers  who  was  not 
the  alter  ego  of  the  company  but  a  mere 
cog  in  its  organisation,  and  that  all  rea- 
sonable precautions  had  been  taken  to 
avoid  the  commission  of  the  offence. 

Delegated  duty 

From  this  decision  it  is  seen  that  where 
it  can  be  proved  that  an  efficient  system 
to  avoid  the  commission  of  offences  has 
been  set  up  and  the  duty  of  operating  it 
has  been  delegated  to  a  person  who  fails 
to  perform  his  duties  efficiently,  the  owner 
may  be  able  to  avail  himself  of  the  statu- 
tory defence.  It  was  obvious  from  the 
evidence  in  this  case  that  Tesco  had  such 
a  system. 

An  owner  of  a  business  may  use  the 
defence  when  the  default  is  that  of  an 
employee  but  in  the  case  of  offences  com- 
mitted by  body  corporate,  ie.  a  limited 
company  is  proved  to  have  been  commit- 
ted "with  the  consent  and  connivance  of, 
or  attributable  to  any  neglect  on  the  part 
of.  any  director,  manager,  secretary  or 
other  similar  officer  of  the  company,  or 
any  person  who  was  purporting  to  act  in 
such  capacity,  he.  as  well  as  the  limited 
company,  shall  be  guilty  of  that  offence 
and  shall  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against 
and  punished  accordingly  ..."  this  is  the 
provision  of  s.20  of  the  Trade  Descrip- 
tions Act  1968. 

However,  in  the  case  of  a  business 
where  the  shop  manager  is  also  a  director 
or  the  superintendent  of  the  company, 
his  default  would  be  the  company's  and 
the  statutory  defence  would  not  apply. 
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Every  business  needs  a  smart, fast  itemising

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COMMENT 

Deserving  of  reprimand 

After  an  unusually  long  (reported)  debate,  the  new  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  appears  to  have  agreed  to  a 
situation  whereby  two  books  of  standards  for  which  it  is 
largely  responsible  will  include  the  same  compound  tablet 
under  two  different  names  (p  782).  The  practising  phar- 
macist is  unlikely  to  receive  this  news  with  enthusiasm. 

It  was  reported  by  the  chairman  of  the  Science  Com- 
mittee, Mr  K.  A.  Lees,  that  the  Codex  Revision  Committee 
had  reversed  an  earlier  decision  to  adopt  the  title  "trim- 
sulf"  for  trimethoprim  and  sulphamethoxazole  prepara- 
tions in  the  1971  Supplement  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  1968.  The  British  National  Formulary,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  retaining  the  short  name. 

The  Science  Committee  recommended  that  the  name 
"trimsulf"  should  not  be  used  in  the  BNF  1971;  and  that 
further  consideration  should  be  given  by  the  Codex 
Revision  Committee  to  the  suitability  of  the  name  "trim- 
sulf" or  some  other  short  title  for  use  in  the  1973  Codex. 

Mr  Allen  Aldington,  speaking  as  a  representative  on  the 
Joint  Formulary  Committee,  pointed  out  that  the  BNF  was 
already  at  galley  proof  stage.  He  admitted  that  the  Joint 
Formulary  Committee  had  had  before  it  the  arguments 
put  forward  by  the  Science  Committee,  but  said  the  ad- 
vantages to  prescribers  of  a  convenient  short  name  were 
obvious  to  pharmacists.  There  was  a  precedent  in  that 
"trisulphonamide"  had  been  adopted  as  a  name  some  years 
ago.  If  the  Council  decided  that  "trimsulf  should  not  be 
used,  publication  of  the  BNF  would  be  held  up. 

Dr  F.  Wrigley  declared  his  own  interest  —  his  company 
markets  the  combination  as  Septrin — and  raised  three 
points.  First,  the  question  of  the  name  was  discussed  be- 
tween his  organisation  and  the  BP  some  time  ago,  and  the 
BP  had  decided  that  there  would  not  be  any  move  from  it 
to  put  a  generic  name  to  a  mixture.  Secondly,  there  would 


possibly  be  other  similar  combinations.  Thirdly,  in  inter- 
national business  and  in  the  coining  of  generic  names,  the 
United  States  Pharmacopeia  and  the  World  Health  Organi- 
sation had  always  been  consulted.  The  word  "trimsulf" 
would  "not  stand  a  chance"  in  the  United  States. 

The  secretary  and  registrar,  Mr  D.  F.  Lewis,  asked 
whether  it  would  not  create  a  precedent,  in  that  the  BNF 
would  for  the  first  time  be  establishing  what  purported  to 
be  a  generic  name.  Mr  Thornton  Jones,  secretary  to  the 
Formulary  Committee,  replied  that  the  BNF  used  titles 
which  were  not  titles  in  the  BP  or  the  BPC  It  used  short- 
ened titles.  In  such  cases,  as  in  the  case  of  "trimsulf,"  the 
full  BP  or  BPC  title  was  written  immediately  under  a 
shortened  title  with  the  letters  BP  or  BPC  appended,  so  it 
was  clear  as  to  the  material  referred  to. 

Mr  Lees  summed  up  by  saying  that  the  Science  Com- 
mittee did  not  object  to  the  length  of  the  name,  but  to  the 
fact  that  it  looked  like  a  trade  name.  If  the  manufacturers 
put  the  name  "trimsulf"  on  their  packs  they  would  run 
into  difficulties  with  special  packs  for  the  United  Kingdom, 
because  without  doing  their  own  searches  in  countries  to 
which  they  were  exporting,  they  would  not  dare  to  use  the 
name  "trimsulf"  on  the  packs.  Nevertheless,  the  Com- 
mittee's recommendations  were  not  adopted  by  Council. 

To  the  pharmacist  and  the  prescriber  the  shorter  the 
name  for  a  drug  —  or  a  drug  combination  —  the  better, 
provided  that  confusion  with  other  names  is  improbable. 
But  when  the  names  are  chosen  it  is  essential  that  they  be 
standardised  —  international  conflicts  are  bad  enough  with- 
out inventing  our  own  local  ones. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  new  Council  might  have 
exhibited  more  leadership  if  it  had  metaphorically  banged 
the  Committee's  heads  together  and  delivered  a  severe 
reprimand  for  not  finding  some  way  of  reaching  an  agreed 
verdict  before  their  publications  had  reached  proof  stage. 


Pharmacology 

It  is  good  to  see  your  correspondent  R. 
Cottingham  (June  12.  p  750)  placing 
emphasis  upon  the  pharmacist's  role  as  a 
source  of  pharmacological  knowledge.  If 
others  seize  the  opportunity  of  electing  to 
receive  manufacturers'  information  on 
drugs  such  as  is  circulated  to  doctors,  then 
no  doubt  the  volume  and  up-to-dateness 
of  knowledge  concerning  drug  actions  and 
uses  will  be  improved,  and  pharmacists 
will  find  themselves  in  a  better  position 
to  discuss  drugs  with  authority. 

Yet  this  is  only  a  beginning.  One  essen- 
tial step  for  any  pharmacist  who  wishes 
to  acquire  and  maintain  a  sound  know- 
ledge of  modern  drugs  and  preparations, 
and  their  current  clinical  uses  and  contra- 
indications is  to  keep  track  of  the  papers 
published  in  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
journals  throughout  the  world. 


This  he  will  only  be  able  to  do  through 
the  regular  reading  of  abstracts  of  these 
papers.  The  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists 
issues  such  abstracts  monthly  on  cards, 
and  covers  all  or  most  of  the  important 
journals  published,  in  its  service  known  as 
"Current  Abstracts  of  Pharmacy  and 
Therapeutics." 

This,  obviously,  cannot  be  a  free  ser- 
vice, such  as  manufacturers  provide,  but 
a  subscription  to  it  should  count  as  an 
allowable  professional  expense  for  tax 
purposes,  and  offers  a  really  superb  range 
of  information  to  which  every  practising 
pharmacist  should  have  access  if  he 
values  his  status.

Hindhead 

Commissioned  rank 

At  the  Society's  Council  meeting  in 
February,  1970,  a  motion  was  accepted 
requesting  that  the  Society  take  steps  to 
ensure  that  pharmacists,  serving  as  such, 
should  be  employed  with  commissioned 
rank  in  the  Armed  Forces. 

Not  a  single  report  has  been  published 
to  show  what  progress  has  been  achieved. 


In  a  report  of  proceedings  in  the  House 
of  Commons  of  June  8  this  year  it  was 
stated  that  the  Government  had  appointed 
Sir  Edmund  Compton  (the  recently-retired 
Ombudsman)  to  lead  an  inquiry  concern- 
ing doctors  and  nurses  in  the  Armed 
Forces. 

Is  not  this,  therefore,  an  opportune 
moment  for  the  Society  to  press  that  phar- 
macists should  also  be  included  in  an 
inquiry? 

A  chain  is  judged  by  its  weakest  link, 
and  certainly,  in  military  terms,  our  pro- 
fession is  either  ignored,  or  we  are  re- 
garded as  technicians  belonging  to  "other 
ranks." 

In  conclusion,  I  would  be  grateful  if 
you  would  allow  me  the  opportunity  to 
thank  those  members  of  our  Society  who 
supported  my  candidature  in  the  recent 
Council  election.

Plans  for  representations  to  be  made  this 
month  to  the  Department  of  Health,  con- 
cerning licensing  provisions  under  the 
Medicines  Act  1968,  were  discussed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  on  May  26. 

It  was  decided  to  place  particular  empha- 
sis on  clarifying  the  position  of  chemists' 
"own  name"  preparations  under  the  licens- 
ing regulations.  Additional  points  concern- 
ing interpretation  of  other  provisions 
would  also  be  raised. 

The  question  of  supervision  of  the  sales 
of  goods  not  included  in  the  General  Sale 
List  was  discussed,  there  being  doubt 
whether  supervision  of  the  sale  itself  or 
of  the  person  making  the  sale  was  inten- 
ded. This  matter  would  also  be  raised  with 
the  Department. 

A  letter  from  the  Decimal  Currency 
Board  seeking  the  Committee's  views  on 
the  proposal  to  end  the  decimalisation 
changeover  at  the  end  of  August,  was  con- 
sidered. The  Committee  agreed  that  the 
proposed  date  was  acceptable. 

Because  of  the  widely  differing  circum- 
stances encountered  when  pharmacies  were 
compulsorily  purchased,  it  was  decided 
that  it  was  impracticable  to  lay  down 
hard  and  fast  rules  for  the  evaluation  of 
goodwill  in  these  circumstances.  It  was 
agreed  that  this  opinion  should  form  the 
basis  of  a  reply  to  a  letter  from  the 
Greater  London  Council  asking  the  NPU 
for  advice  on  the  subject. 

An  excellent  response  to  the  Supplement 
notice  about  the  benefits  of  the  Inter- 
firm  Comparison  Scheme  was  reported. 

Although  lack  of  support — because  of 
local  circumstances — for  NPU  Staff  Train- 
ing Conferences  arranged  for  Bourne- 
mouth and  Portsmouth  had  meant  can- 
cellation, response  to  similar  conferences 
at  Hove  and  Guildford  had  been  good,  it 
was  reported.  The  indication  was  that 
members  in  general  wanted  these  meetings 
to  continue  for  at  least  a  further  year. 
Accordingly,  conferences  for  1972  were 
fixed  for  Scotland,  North  Wales  and  the 
West  Country. 

As  part  of  the  Golden  Jubilee  year 
celebrations,  the  Committee  approved  a 
proposal  for  "Open"  days  at  Mallinson 
House  for  parties  of  NPU  members. 

Pharmacists 
and  cut  prices 

In  certain  instances,  retail  pharmacists 
must  reduce  prices  to  combat  competi- 
tion from  supermarkets  and  other  cut- 
price  merchandisers,  said  Mr  W.  M. 
Darling,  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  when  he  spoke  as  guest  of  honour 
at  a  recent  dinner  attended  by  members 
of  the  NPU  Executive  Committee. 

To  do  this  they  relied  on  the  help  and 
guidance  of  the  NPU.  It  was  important, 
however,  stressed  Mr  Darling,  that  the 


image  of  pharmacy  did  not  become 
tarnished  and  that  enthusiasm  for  com- 
mercial success  in  trading  activities  did 
not  make  the  pharmacy  indistinguishable 
from  the  chain-store  grocer. 

Mr  Darling  opened  his  remarks  by  say- 
ing that  his  meetings  so  far  with  Mr  K. 
R.  Rutter,  the  newly-elected  chairman  of 
the  NPU,  were  a  good  omen  for  the  pros- 
pects of  increasing  co-operation  between 
the  Council  and  the  Committee.  There 
were  already  many  examples  of  the  two 
bodies  successfully  working  in  close  re- 
lationship— a  particular  example  being 
the  planned  distribution  of  pharmacies. 

He  referred  to  the  document  on  health 
centres  which  the  Society  had  recently 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  It 
was,  he  believed,  a  blue-print,  the  aims  of 
which  the  Government  would  find  realis- 
tic and  practical.  He  knew  he  was 
expressing  the  hope  of  them  all  that  this 
document  should  receive  the  Govern- 
ment's early  attention. 

He  remained  convinced  that  this 
common  approach  from  a  largely  united 
profession  would  carry  more  weight  in 
obtaining  the  necessary  legislation  than 
that  from  a  fragmented  profession. 

Referring  to  the  Medicines  Act,  Mr 
Darling  stressed  the  problem  of  the  prob- 
able length  of  the  General  Sale  List,  but 
a  more  important  problem  he  felt  was  the 
range  of  products  neither  on  the  prescrip- 
tions-only list  nor  on  the  General  Sale 
List.  The  size  of  pharmacy's  arma- 
mentarium for  counter-prescribing,  was 
fundamental  to  their  future.  In  ensuring 
that  this  was  an  extensive  list,  he  was 
certain  that  the  pharmacist  would  have  to 
undertake  increased  responsibility,  even  to 
the  extent  of  making  and  perhaps  record- 
ing certain  sales  himself. 

Changes  in  Poisons 
List  and  Rules 

New  Statutory  Instruments  change  the 
"poison  status"  of  the  following  to  that 
indicated,  with  effect  from  June  21  : 

Alkaloids  of  jaborandi.  Exemptions 
under  Schedule  3  to  include  preparations 
containing  not  more  than  2  per  cent  w/w 
of  the  sulphate  salt  of  frans-pilosine. 

Alpha-chloralose  removed  from  Part  I 
and  Schedule  4B  and  included  in  Part 
II,  Schedule  5A.  Sales  by  listed  sellers 
restricted  to  preparations  containing  not 
more  than  4  per  cent  intended  for  indoor 
use  in  the  destruction  of  rats  or  mice. 

Amphetamines  and  amphetamine-like 
substances:  Amphetamine,  benzphetamine, 
chlorphentermine,  dexamphetamine,  fen- 
camfamin,  levamphetamine,  mephenter- 
mine,  methylamphetamine,  methylpheni- 
date,  pemoline,  phendimetrazine,  phen- 
termine,  pipradrol,  and  their  salts  and  also 
the  esters  and  ethers  of  pipradol  SI 
(already  PI,  S4B). 

Cannabinol  and  its  tetrahydro  deriva- 
tives, prepared  wholly  or  partly  by  syn- 
thesis; their  3-alkyl  homologues;  esters  or 
ethers  PI,  SI.  An  addition  made  to  Rule  18 
makes  it  unlawful  to  sell  or  supply  these 
substances  except  for  export  to  pur- 
chasers outside  the  United  Kingdom;  or  to 
public  analysts  or  to  a  person  who  is  in 
charge  of  a  laboratory  used  for  the  pur- 


poses of  scientific  education  or  research 
or  chemical  analysis. 

Clomiphene  and  its  salts  Part  I  and 
S4B  (Clomid). 

Dimethyl  4-sulphamoylphenyl  phos- 
phorothionate,  PI. 

Diphenoxylate :   the  entry  in  Schedule 

I  has  been  amended  to  "Diphenoxylate; 
its  salts;  except  preparations  containing, 
per  dosage  unit,  not  more  than  2'5  mg  of 
diphenoxylate  calculated  as  base  and  not 
less  than  25  microgrammes  of  atropine 
sulphate";  and  that  in  Schedule  4B:  to 
"Diphenoxylate  and  its  salts  in  prepara- 
tions containing,  per  dosage  unit,  not  more 
than  2  5  mg  of  diphenoxylate  calculated 
as  base  and  not  less  than  25  micro- 
grammes  of  atropine  sulphate." 

Drazoxolon  and  its  salts  PII,  S5A 
(restriction  to  preparations  for  use  in 
agriculture  or  horticulture).  Schedules  5B, 
7  (paragraph  6),  8  and  15  to  the  Poisons 
Rules,  and  an  entry  to  be  made  in  Group 

II  of  Schedule  3  exempting  drazoxolon 
and  its  salts  when  in  dressings  on  seeds. 

Etafedrine  and  N-diethylaminoethyl- 
ephedrine  and  their  salts  Part  I. 

Mitobronitol  PI,  SI,  S4A  (Myelo- 
bromol). 

Pimozide  PI,  S4B  (Orap). 

Niclofolan  Part  II,  SI,  S5B. 

Sodium  4-(dimethylamino)benzenediazo- 
sulphonate,  Part  II  SI,  S5A  (restriction  to 
preparations  for  use  in  agriculture  or 
horticulture)  S5B,  S7  (paragraph  6)  and 
S8.  When  in  granular  preparations. 
Exempt. 

Sodium  fluoride  tablets  containing  not 
more  than  0-016  per  cent  intended  to  pre- 
vent tooth  decay  by  chewing.  Exempt. 

Strychnine  may  no  longer  be  sold  for 
the  purpose  of  killing  seals. 

Suxamethonium  and  its  salts  Part  I,  S4B. 
(Anectine,  Brevidil  M,  Scoline) 

Tofenacin  and  its  salts  Part  I,  S4B. 

Entries  in  Group  II  of  Schedule  3  in 
respect  of  the  following  are  deleted: 
Dinitrocresols  (DNOC):  their  compounds 
with  a  metal  or  a  base.  Dinosam : 
its  compounds  with  a  metal  or  a  base. 
Dinoseb:  its  compounds  with  a  metal  or  a 
base.  Organo-tin  compounds:  com- 
pounds of  fentin.  Phosphorus  com- 
pounds: Amiton,  azinphos-ethyl,  azin- 
phos-methyl,  demeton-0,  demeton-S, 
diethyl  4-methyl-7-coumarinyl  phos- 
phorothionate,  diethyl  p-nitrophenyl  phos- 
phate, dimefox,  ethion,  ethyl  />-nitro- 
phenyl  phenylphosphonothionate,  mazidox, 
mecarbain,  mevinphos,  mipafox,  phen- 
kapton,  phosphamidon,  schradan,  sulfotep, 
TEPP  (HETP),  triphosphoric  pentadime- 
thylamide  and  vamidothion. 

Chlorfenvinphos,  disulfoton,  parathion, 
phorate,  and  thionazin :  granular  pre- 
parations S3  group  II.  Exempt. 

Dichlorvos:  preparations  in  aerosol  dis- 
pensers containing  not  more  than  1  per 
cent  in  materials  impregnated  with  dich- 
lorvos for  slow  release.  Exempt. 

Oxydemeton-methyl:  aerosol  dispensers 
containing  not  more  than  0'25  per  cent  in 
weight.  Exempt. 

Rule  37  of  the  Poisons  Rules  has  been 
amended  by  deletion  of  the  words  "on 
the  premises  on  which  the  sales  recoided 
therein  were  made."

Need  for  bio -availability 
data  in  hospitals 

Should  the  Department  of  Health  be  asked  to  provide  hospital  pharmacists  with 
information  on  the  biological  availability  of  drugs  bought  on  contract  to  aid  them 
in  making  a  choice  between  one  brand  and  another? 
That  question  was  debated  at  the  June 


meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council  in  the  light  of  a  proposal  by  the 
hospital  practice  subcommittee  which  had 
discussed  the  authority  given  to  hospital 
pharmacists  to  supply,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  appropriate  medical  staff 
committee,  one  brand  of  a  drug  when  an- 
other of  the  same  drug  was  prescribed. 

The  practice  was  said  to  have  been  nor- 
mal procedure  for  a  considerable  time, 
but  was  now  causing  concern  in  the  light 
of  current  information  about  differences 
in  biological  availability.  The  subcommit- 
tee had  considered  that  the  Department  of 
Health  should  include  biological  avail- 
ability standards  in  the  specification  for 
drugs  bought  on  contract. 

The  Practice  Committee  held  the  view 
that  standards  on  bio-availability  could 
properly  be  considered  only  in  the  light 
of  more  detailed  information  from  the 
subcommittee.  Only  if  such  information 
were  available  would  it  be  proper  for  the 
Society  to  approach  the  Department.  It 
was  recommended  that  the  question  be 
referred  back. 

Professor  A.  H.  Beckett  said,  however, 
if  the  pharmacist  was  an  expert  on  drugs, 
the  Committee  should  not  need  more  in- 
formation. The  subcommittee  was  saying 
that  if  detailed  information  was  available 
on  biological  availability  in  relation  to 
different  brands  then  the  pharmacist  could 
exercise  his  professional  responsibility. 
Pharmacists  should  be  drawing  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  authorities  the  need  for 
information  in  terms  of  biological  avail- 
ability of  different  brands,  especially  for 
imported  medicines. 

Mr  A.  Roxburgh  said  that  the  recom- 
mendation was  that  information  should 
be  obtained  not  only  on  the  purity  of 
drugs  bought  on  contract  but  also  on  bio- 
logical availability.  The  difficulty  was  how 
the  Department  would  provide  that  infor- 
mation. 

Mr  K.  A.  Lees  said  there  was  little  in- 
formation on  the  biological  availability 
of  many  prescribed  medicines.  Therefore, 
the  recommendation  that  the  Department 
should  be  asked  for  it  would  fall  to  the 
ground.  It  would  be  more  practicable  to 
recommend  that  until  equivalence  was 
proved,  non-equivalence  should  be 
assumed. 

Mr  J.  C.  Bloomfield,  chairman.  Practice 
Committee,  said  the  subcommittee  was 
being  asked  to  come  back  with  construc- 
tive proposals.  The  recommendation  for 
reference  back  was  adopted. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Trade  and  Industry  should  be  in- 
formed that  the  Society  had  no  objections 


to  the  Department's  proposals  to  add  a 
metric  weight  of  75  g  to  the  range  of 
weights  "permitted  for  use  in  trade"  under 
the  Weights  and  Measures  Act  1963. 

The  implications  for  pharmacy  of  the 
operation  of  a  doctor's  mobile  surgery, 
including  a  dispensary,  which  had  com- 
menced operations  in  the  west  country, 
were  discussed.  It  was  agreed  that  further 
information  should  be  obtained. 

'Name  the  duty 
pharmacist' 

The  Council  concurred  with  the  view 
of  the  Practice  Committee  that  members 
in  general  practice  should  be  recom- 
mended to  display  an  "appropriate,  ele- 
gant and  discreet  notice"  bearing  the 
words  "Pharmacist  on  duty"  and  the  name 
of  the  pharmacist  concerned.  The  notice 
should  be  exhibited  inside  the  pharmacy 
near  the  counter  at  which  medicines  are 
sold.  It  was  reported  that  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  were  offering  a 
suitable  notice,  constructed  from  plastics, 
and  that  Boots  Ltd  would  shortly  issue 
supplies  to  their  pharmacies. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  only  designatory 
letters  after  the  name  of  the  pharmacist 
should  be  those  specifically  relating  to 
registration  as  a  pharmacist,  ie  "MPS"  or 
"FPS."  This  would  encourage  the  associa- 
tion of  these  letters  in  the  minds  of  mem- 
bers of  the  public,  with  the  word  "phar- 
macist." 

It  was  also  agreed  that  the  name 
should  appear  as  initials  or  forename 
plus  surname  with  the  addition  of  "Mrs" 
or  "Miss,"  when  appropriate. 

The  display  of  the  notice  would  be  one 
means  of  illustrating  to  the  public  that  in 
a  pharmacy,  unlike  other  places  where 
medicines  are  sold,  a  pharmacist  is  avail- 
able to  assist  with  any  questions  raised 
about  medicines. 

A  reply  had  been  received  from  Sir 
Keith  loseph.  Secretary  of  State  for  Social 
Services,  to  a  letter  sent  by  the  president 
concerning  automatic  exemption  from 
prescription  charges  of  women  between 
the  ages  of  60  and  65.  It  pointed  out  that 
the  publicity  campaign  to  draw  attention 
to  the  various  benefits  available  as  a  right 
on  the  grounds  of  income  had  had  en- 
couraging results.  For  prescriptions,  for 
example,  the  number  of  weekly  claims 
had  increased  from  an  average  of  about 
350  in  the  weeks  before  April  1  to  around 
15,000  at  the  beginning  of  May. 

Action  to  be  taken  following  the  meet- 
ings of  the  working  party  between  the 


medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions  to 
discuss  dispensing  in  rural  areas  was  con- 
sidered. It  was  recommended  that  a  meet- 
ing should  be  arranged  between  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Council,  the  NPU  and 
Central  NHS  Committee  to  decide  what 
action  should  now  be  taken.  It  was  re- 
commended that  the  president,  the  chair- 
man of  the  Practice  Committee  and  Mr 
A.  Howells  should  represent  the  Society. 

It  was  recommended  that  a  copy  of  the 
document  on  "Pharmacies  in  health  centre 
areas"  should  be  sent  to  each  local  health 
authority  in  England  and  Wales. 

It  was  noted  that  the  Central  NHS 
Committee  had  decided  to  accept,  on  an 
interim  basis  and  with  reservations,  the 
Department  of  Health's  offer  of  £6'75  per 
day  (not  £6'30  as  reported  last  week)  to- 
wards the  cost  of  locum  expenses  of  phar- 
macists who  attend  approved  postgraduate 
courses. 

The  unsatisfactory  situation  surround- 
ing the  issue  of  permits  for,  and  the  sale 
of,  strychnine  had  been  considered  by  the 
Law  Committee.  The  problem  had  been 
given  a  great  deal  of  publicity,  but  illegal 
sales  were  still  made  by  pharmacists.  It 
was  now  illegal  to  use  strychnine  for 
killing  any  animals  other  than  moles,  and 
the  Committee  considered  that  even  that 
use  should  be  discontinued.  It  was  recom- 
mended that  the  Poisons  Board  should  be 
informed  of  the  Council's  view  that  all 
sales  of  strychnine  should  be  banned. 

The  Society's  inspectors  had  expressed 
dissatisfaction  that  no  records  would  be 
required  to  be  kept  by  persons  making 
supplies  of  TSA  substances  in  accordance 
with  "directions  from  a  veterinary  sur- 
geon" under  the  Therapeutic  Substances 
(Control  of  Sale  and  Supply)  Regulations 
1971.  Those  regulations  will  come  into 
force  on  September  1.  An  incidental 
change  which  would  be  brought  about 
under  the  regulations  is  that  sulphona- 
mide  in  all  forms  would  be  controlled 
under  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act. 

It  was  reported  that  a  company,  Phar- 
macare  Ltd,  had,  through  its  solicitors, 
agreed  to  change  the  name  under  which 
it  proposed  to  trade  to  "Supersave  Drug 
Store." 

Objections  to  drug  name 

The  Council  rejected  the  Science  Com- 
mittee's objections  to  the  use  of  the  name 
"trimsulf"  to  describe  mixtures  of  tri- 
methoprim and  sulphamethoxazole  in  the 
1971  edition  of  the  British  National  For- 
mulary, even  though  the  name  has  been 
dropped  by  the  Codex  Revision  Committee 
(see  Comment,  p  779). 

Sales  of  sterile  disposable  syringes  had 
been  considered  at  some  length  by  the 
Committee  on  Drug  Dependence.  It  con- 
cluded that  pharmacists  should  not  supply 
addicts  with  syringes  except  when  pres- 
cribed by  treatment  centres  and,  in  those 
areas  where  this  was  necessary,  the  phar- 
macist should  supervise  any  sales  of 
syringes.

'Grant  decision 
made  without 
full  information' 

Council  recalled  that  at  its  May  meeting 
a  grant  of  £2,000  per  year  for  the  quin- 
quennium 1972-77  was  made  to  the  school 
of  pharmacy  of  the  University  of  London. 
The  secretary  and  registrar  now  circulated 
a  document  that  had  been  prepared  for 
Council  in  1953  when  the  grant  for  1952- 
57  had  been  considered. 

A  list  of  educational  grants  made  to 
other  schools  of  pharmacy  was  also  circu- 
lated. 

Mr  J.  E.  Balmford  said  he  had  no  in- 
tention of  attempting  to  reverse  the  deci- 
sion arrived  at  at  the  May  Council  meet- 
(see  C&D  May  15,  p  614).  He  merely 
intended  to  criticise  the  way  in  which  the 
decision  had  been  reached.  He  intended 
to  speak  in  the  country  on  every  pos- 
sible occasion  against  the  decision  that  had 
been  made  by  Council  in  May  to  grant 
the  money  for  five  years.  The  decision 
had  been  taken  without  full  and  detailed 
background  information  which  had  now, 
too  late,  been  given. 

Mr  Balmford  drew  attention  to  the  list 
of  grants  to  other  schools  from  which 
it  could  be  seen  that  in  10  years  there 
had  been  only  a  total  of  £34,000,  an 
average  of  £3,400  per  annum,  spent  on 
the  other  schools,  which  did  not  live  up 
to  what  had  been  promised  in  1952.  He 
also  drew  attention  to  the  last  paragraph 
in  the  1953  document  from  which  it 
appeared  that  the  schooFs  council  had 
acted  churlishly  in  reducing  the  Society's 
representation  on  that  body  to  two  be- 
cause the  grant  had  been  reduced.  Fur- 
thermore, would  the  present  school  coun- 
cil have  attempted  to  reduce  the  Society's 
representation  if  last  month  a  decision 
had  been  taken  not  to  proceed  with  the 
grant? 

The  President  pointed  out  that  the  ques- 
tion could  not  be  asked  of  the  Society's 
Council. 

Mr  Balmford  said  it  had  been  a  rhetori- 
cal question.  On  reflection  he  had  been 
amazed  after  last  month's  meeting  that 
an  educational  matter,  which  surely  it 
was,  had  not  first  been  discussed  in  the 
Education  Committee.  Since  his  action 
last  month  in  initiating  a  debate  he  had 


been  contacted  by  many  retail  and  indus- 
trial pharmacists  who  supported  him.  But, 
more  disturbing,  were  the  views  of  some 
junior  lecturers  in  university  who  were 
disgusted  at  the  frittering  away  of  their 
voluntary  membership  of  the  Society.  He 
hoped  that  in  five  years'  time  the  matter 
could  come  to  the  Education  Committee 
first,  with  full  information,  and  not  be 
directed  through  the  backdoor  via  the 
Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee. 
The  Secretary  and  Registrar  said  that  the 
1953  document  had  not  been  seen  since 
January  1953.  Mr  D.  E.  Sparshott  said 
that  was  not  correct,  because  he  had  asked 
for  the  document  five  years  ago  when  the 
matter  had  been  raised  previously.  He  had 
seen  the  document  before.  Mr  Balmford 
also  said  he  had  seen  it  before.  The  secre- 
tary and  registrar  referred  to  the  reduction 
in  the  number  of  representatives  on  the 
school  council,  and  said  the  entitlement  of 
the  Society  to  have  two  representatives 
was  contained  in  the  school's  charter. 

He  did  not  agree  that  the  matter  should 
have  gone  to  the  Education  Committee. 
It  seemed  at  the  time  that  it  was  a  finan- 
cial commitment  of  long  standing,  and 
every  time  the  subject  had  come  up,  it 
had  been  debated  as  a  financial  and  not 
as  an  education  commitment.  It  seemed 
difficult  to  put  such  a  matter  to  a  com- 
mittee on  which  there  were  six  co-opted 
heads  of  schools  of  pharmacy  and  the 
dean  of  the  school  in  question. 

Professor  Beckett  was  concerned  be- 
cause of  the  reaction  which  had  been 
produced   in   the   schools   of  pharmacy. 

Different  conclusion 

The  President  pointed  out  that  Council 
was  re-debating  a  matter  which  had  been 
decided  at  the  previous  Council  meeting. 

He  doubted  whether  it  would  have  made 
any  difference  to  the  decision  arrived  at 
whether  the  recommendation  had  come 
from  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  or  the  Education  Committee, 
because  a  full  and  frank  debate  had  taken 
place  in  the  Council  before  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Finance  and  General 
Purposes  Committee  had  been  adopted. 

Mr  Sparshott  suggested  that  if  Council 
had  had  the  details  and  figures  now  before 
it,  it  would  probably  have  come  to  a 
different  conclusion. 

The  President  said  the  views  that  had 
been  expressed  would  be  taken  into  ac- 
count if  further  consideration  were  asked 
for  in  five  years'  time.

Prices  react  to 
American  interest 

London,  June  16:  Reported  American 
interest  in  items  of  Chinese  origin 
caused  some  quickening  of  interest  in  the 
crude  drugs  market  and  some  items  pre- 
sented a  firmer  appearance.  Increases  of 
5p  to  6p  per  kilo  were  noted  on  Chinese 
menthol.  Cassia  lignea  advanced  some 
quotations  by  as  much  as  £75  per  ton. 

Some  supplies  of  dandelion  root  became 
available  and  quotations  eased,  but  further 
increases  were  reported  in  all  ginger 
prices.
